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The Greenbelt Freedom of the 
Press Committee was formed by a 
group of leading Greenbelt citizens 
who, in their organizational state¬ 
ment, declared the committee’s pur¬ 
pose was to “support our news¬ 
paper in its right and obligation to 
report the news accurately and 
fairly." The statement further de¬ 
clared that “we citizens of Green¬ 
belt will stand neither idle nor 
passive during this attack on the 
Greenbelt News Review, which has 
served us faithfully through the 
years by keeping us fully informed 
on matters vitally affecting our 
welfare." 

A door-to-door drive for funds is 
part of the Committee’s efforts. 
Over 100 persons have volunteered 
their services as collectors. The 
committee said that in the areas 
already reporting on the door-to- 
door drive, the response has been 
“magnificent," with over 95 per¬ 
cent of those approached making 
contributions.

Parcel 15 is the land near the 
Capital Beltway which the city and 
the Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
recommended as a site for a senior 
high school. The school board also 
selected this site, but after months 
of controversy it eventually chose 

parcel 2 (near the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway) for a 3- 
school complex. 

The owners of parcel 15, Con¬ 
solidated Syndicates, Inc. (Charles 
Bresler, Theodore Lerner, and as¬ 
sociates) are petitioning for 27 
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CPVN Holds 3-Day Forum 
During Labor Day Weekend 

At the three-day forum of the 
Greenbelt Committee for Peace in 
Vietnam, held in front of Center 
School concurrently with the Labor 
Day Festival (from which the 
group had ben ousted), scores of 
Greenbelters engaged in vigorous 
debate. A series of talks was given 
on Sunday evening by guest speak¬ 
ers Bruce Bowman and James 
Cassels and committee members 
Allen Lenchek and Wayne Horman. 

Bowman noted that “certain 
organizations claim to be concerned 
with the defense of democratic 
American institutions and yet 
forget the first principles of free 
speech." The various members of 
the Greenbelt committee, while 
holding a variety of views from 
radical to moderate, were agreed 
on the necessity of finding a non¬ 
military end to the conflict. 

Chairman Bertram Donn summed 
up: “The numerous and intense 
exchanges of views that took place 
each day demonstrate the import¬ 
ance of providing an opportunity 
for people to hear and discuss all 
aspects of the Vietnam issue. The 
Greenbelt committee will continue 
this program of discussion in the 
democratic tradition." 


City Notes 

The city’s maintenance crew has 
been removing old and damaged 
curbing along Lakeside, working 
ahead of the contractors who have 
installed new curbing where 
needed. Wednesday was expected 
to see the end of this work, in 
preparation for smooth-seal re¬ 
surfacing of the road by other 
contractors. 

The restrictions imposed by the 
county on the use of water have 
somewhat curtailed the usual pro¬ 
gram of watering grassy areas; 
however, the grass and flower beds 
in the center and around the muni¬ 
cipal building have been watered in 
the mornings, as have the newly 
planted trees in the north parking 
lot. 


acres of R-30 (garden-type apart¬ 
ments) zoning and 5 acres of C-l 
(restricted commercial) zoning. Ac¬ 
cording to Giese. these petitions 
have been pending since 1964. 

Involved in the rezoning petitions 
are 3 parcels of land. R-30 is being 
asked for two parcels of 22.42 and 
5.10 acres. The third parcel of 5 
acres, for which commercial zoning 
is wanted, is located along Green¬ 
belt road near the American 
Legion. The land is presently zoned 
rural residential. 

The Greenbelt Master Plan speci¬ 
fies that a school be built on the 
site. 

The city council has asked the 
city’s Advisory Planning Board to 
consider the petitions and make 
recommendations which it will con¬ 
sider at a special meeting this 
Saturday, Sept. 10, at 2:30 p.m. 


Swimming Pool Open 
Two More Weekends 

At a special meeting held 
Tuesday night, the City Council 
voted unanimously to keep the 
swimming pool open during the 
next two weekends. Council 
agreed to try keeping the pool 
open on an experimental basis 
to see if there would be suffi¬ 
cient use to justify the addi¬ 
tional operating costs. Also, it 
was noted that a school holiday 
will take place next Tuesday, 
Election Day, and the pool will 
be open. 

Season passes will be honored. 
Daily admission fees for non¬ 
pass holders will remain the 

same. 

City Provides Temporary 
Quarters for SHL School 

The Board of Education on Tues¬ 
day, Sept. 6, adopted the offer of 
the City of Greenbelt to provide 
temporary emergency classroom ac¬ 
commodations in the Municipal 
Building and the Youth Center. 
This will insure fulltime sessions 
for Springhill Lake, Lakeside 
North and Boxwood Village 
grade school students. Charles- 
towne Village students have already 
been transferred to Center School, 
and will not attend the new Spring¬ 
hill Lake elementary school. 

The school board expects to start 
utilizing these temporary quarters 
in a week or so. 

This decision averted a crisis 
which had developed as the result 
of the delay in the opening of the 
new Springhill Lake school and the 
unexpected surge of new Spring¬ 
hill Lake pupil enrollments. The 
new school is expected to open 
November 3. 

As the result of a December 1965 
survey, the school board had pro¬ 
jected an enrollment of 260 elemen¬ 
tary school pupils for the fall ses¬ 
sion at Springhill Lake school. En¬ 
rollment instead reached 375, a 
number which could not be ac¬ 
commodated in full-time sessions 
at Center School. The school board 
suggested two weeks ago as a solu¬ 
tion that Springhill Lake and 
Charlestowne Village pupils go on 
double shift. 

This led to a mass protest from 
Springhill Lake residents which 
culminated in a public meeting on 
August 31 with school board staff, 
and city and county officials. A 
search for alternative solutions 
quickly followed. 

The city council offered the rear 
of the council room in the Munici¬ 
pal Building, the multi-purpose 
room of the Youth Center, and the 
rear of the gym (skate room) at 
the Youth Center. No charge was 
attached to the use of these facili¬ 
ties, except that the Board of Edu¬ 
cation was asked to help with jani¬ 
torial services. It was also expect¬ 
ed that the school board would pro¬ 
vide space in existing school facili¬ 
ties for city recreation programs 
that will not be able to take place 
in the Youth Center due to the 
classroom facilities installed there. 

Another offer came from Charles 
Bresler who suggested using the 
basement of the Greenbelt Conva¬ 
lescent Home on Greenbelt Rd. 
School Board officials said, howev¬ 
er, that the basement lacked the 
necessary facilities and accepted 
the offer of the city council . 

. The principal of the new Spring¬ 
hill Lake school, Mrs. Golden, said 
that with the cooperation and 
patience of parents, she was cer¬ 
tain that the temporary classroom 
shortage would be satisfactorily re¬ 
solved.

Democratic registration exceeds 
Republican registration by more 
than 3 to 1. Of the 5,181 voters 
registered in the three precincts, 
2,149 are Democratic, 651 Republi¬ 
can, and 839 unaffiliated.

At the State level, Charles M. Boyce 
and Clinton Bamberger are running 
on the Sickles ticket for Comp¬ 
troller and Attorney General 
against Louis I. Goldstein and 
Francis B. Burch on the Finan

Mayor Denounces 

Real Estate Tactics 

Greenbelt Mayor Edgar Smith de¬ 
nounced unethical real estate tac¬ 
tics, at the “Meet the Candidates 
Night” of the Prince Georges 
County Action Project, held Aug. 
31 at the Greenbelt Community 
Church. The Greenbelt chief exec¬ 
utive stated that if elected to the 
State Senate he would sponsor anti¬ 
blockbusting legislation similar to 
that of Baltimore City for the 
county, as well as legislation to 
curb unethical loan policies of some 
banks and savings companies. 

Mayor Smith went on to explain 
the problems Greenbelt has had 
with real estate speculators and 
promised to introduce a city ordi¬ 
nance that would control unethical 
real estate practices by real estate 
agents, and make the city respon¬ 
sible for investigating any com¬ 
plaints of blockbusting. Smith an¬ 
nounced his opposition to “open oc¬ 
cupancy" legislation, since he felt 
the problems of discrimination in 
housing can be solved without laws 
that affect the individual home- 
owner. 

Other persons speaking at the 
anti-poverty group’s meeting were 
House of Delegates Democratic can¬ 
didates Arthur Dorman, Kenneth 
Adelberg, and Edgar Sims; Audrey 
Conway, Democratic candidate for 
county commissioners; and Edward 
Camus, Democratic candidate for 
State Senate. Also speaking were 
two candidates for Congress from 
the Fifth District: Republican Wil¬ 
liam Martin and Democrat Elbert 
Byrd. 

The Rev. Kenneth Wyatt served 
as chairman. 


At the county level, miming 
for the 5-man county commis¬ 
sion on the Sickles ticket are 
Jesse S. Baggett, M. Bayne Brooke, 
Gladys N. Spellman, Francis B. 
Fraincois, and Francis J. Ahrisi. 
Opposing them on the Finan ticket 
are James J. Casey, Mildred A. 
Harkness, Walter L. Green, Earl E. 
Smathers, and Robert F. Sutpbin. 
Other candidates are Lansdale G. 
Clagget, Kathleen F. Manghtz, Earl 
E. Smathers, Edwin M. Beall, Fred¬ 
erick M. Coxen, Wayne S. Hardin, 
Frederick B. Lauterbach, Joseph EL 
Mattingly, and A. Preston Perrie. 

Other Finan-Sickles contests are 
looming over the nominfitions for 
State’s Attorney (Lloyd E. James, 
Sr. vs. Arthur A. Marshall, Jr.);

SpeJ/mcm Replies 

On September 1-, 1966. your paper 
carried an article reporting an ex¬ 
change of correspondence between 
the Attorney General and one of, his 
local running mates. As one who 
has been very much concerned 
about the welfare of the City of 
Greenbelt and its residents, I deeply 
regret seeing the anxiety of your 
community turned into a political 
football. 

. I was shocked to note the state¬ 
ment of the Attorney General that 
he would urge the County Commis¬ 
sioners to reconsider the school 
site decision. Surely, he should 
Jknow better than anyone else that 
the County Commissioners, by law, 
have no jurisdiction over the choice 
of school sites. 

Despite the fact that I have no 
official authority in this situation, 
I have done more than “take the 
matter under advisement/' I have 
explored every avenue of approach 
known or suggested to me—consul¬ 
tation with city officials, with 
spokesmen for Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., with School Board members, 
both county and state, with the 
School Superintendent; and on July 
21, I requested the Chairman of 
the Park and Planning Commission 
to have his planners analyze the ac¬ 
cess situation. Since the problem 
first developed, I have continued to 
search for a solution, and have done 
all this with absolutely no fanfare, 
or exploitation of the issue for po¬ 
litical advantage. As a matter of 
fact, only a few key people in 
Greenbelt were kept advised of my 
efforts. 

I am today writing to the At¬ 
torney General asking that he use 
his influence within the Tawes ad¬ 
ministration to develop a new ap¬ 
proach to the problem, and turn 
what has started as a political 
maneuver into a sincere effort to 
assist your community.

Under Great Pressure 

Well in advance of the Labor Day 
Festival the Greenbelt Martin for 
Congress Committee asked if Wil¬ 
liam Martin could take part in the 
annual parade. The Committee was 
assured that all candidates were in¬ 
vited. 

The Martin for Congress Com¬ 
mittee then requested a booth at 
the festival and Rita Fisher said 
the organization could have one. A 
week or so later Mrs. Fisher phoned 
to say that due to the large number 
of candidates this year it was de¬ 
cided that no political candidates 
or political organizations such as 
the Democratic and Republican 
Clubs and the Greenbelt Sickles for 
Governor Com. could have booths. 

Later when plans for the parade 
were being made I asked Leo 
Gerton how many vehicles the Mar¬ 
tin group could have in the parade. 
He told me it had been decided to 
eliminate all politics from the en¬ 
tire festival including the parade. 

In the parade there were num¬ 
erous candidates and they were 
identified as such by the parade 
chairman as they passed the re¬ 
viewing stand. One candidate for 
the state senate had six vehicles. 

Why was not the Martin group 
notified that candidates had been 
restored to the parade? William 
Martin is running for Congress on 
a platform that includes peace in 
Vietnam. It appears that the Amer¬ 
ican Legion which had the Green¬ 
belt Com. for Peace in Vietnam put 
out of the Festival was also suc¬ 
cessful in keeping out the Martin 
Committee. 

We believe Rita Fisher and Leo 
Gerton, both of whom worked long 
and hard on the Festival, tried to 
be fair to all. Unfortunately they 
were under great pressure by the 
American Legion. It is to be hoped 
that in future Greenbelt Festivals 
all groups and candidates will be 
represented.

Close to Sedition 

I regret that I have waited so 
long to voice a considered and 
thought-out opinion on the Labor 
Day controversy. I had supposed 
the paper tonight would be full of 
letters to the editor supporting the 
action of the Committee and City 
Council. I believe all citizens should 
support this action for the follow¬ 
ing reasons: 

1. The CPVN has only one pur¬ 
pose — disseminating literature 
against participation by the United 
States in the Vietnamese struggle. 
The other organizations have ideo¬ 
logical positions, but their activi¬ 
ties in the Labor Day Festival are 
through a different arm of the or* 
ganizations. If, by chance, any of 
them had planned to distribute 
political or ideological literature on 
that day, they should be prevented, 
for this fun day is not a proper 
pulpit for ideological preachments. 

2. Greenbelt boys are dying for 
our cause in Vietnam. To perjnit 
the CPVN to use a community 
gathering for their platform would 
be to say, in effect, to those boys, 
“We don’t care much about the 
cause for which you are fighting 
and dying.” It would be discour¬ 
teous and ungrateful to say the 
least, 

3. Last, but most important, 
under the so-called “Eisenhower 
Doctrine,” passed by Congress and 
signed by the President in 1957, we 
are engaged in a legal armed strug¬ 
gle. The Peace-in-Vietnam organi¬ 
zations are giving and have given 
aid and comfort to the enemy, as 
was evident in an interview with a 
Viet Cong political leader on Chan¬ 
nel 4 Aug. 30. Such action, in time 
of armed conflict, leans awfully 
close towards sedition. Freedom 
of speech in wartime can jump 
awfully quickly from freedom to 
irresponsibility.

Here are the results of the long 
distance races held as part of the 
Greenbelt Labor Day Festival.
